W ASHINGTON C.H. became one of 
the first cities in Ohio to adopt the new 
comprehensive crim in a l offenses code. 
It was pointed out that the new crim in a l 
code, mandated by the legislature, is 
the firs t com plete revision since 1815. 
Council adopted the new code, which 
w ill become effective Jan. I. W olford 
pointed out that when the c ity con­ 
ducted its ordinances recodification 
last year it then became ready to adopt 
the general offenses code. He said that, 
since the 
c ity has now adopted the 
general offense code 
and 
repealed 
conflicting ordinances, the c ity w ill not

KUM AM OTO, Japan (A P )— At least 
107 persons were killed and IOO injured 
today as fire raged out of control in a 
crowded seven-story departm ent store, 
police said. Most of the victim s were 
burned beyond recognition. 
O fficials said the dead included 31 
women, but it was feared more victim s 
would be found in the upper floors 
where firem en have been unable to go 
because of heavy poisonous smoke and 
fumes. 
“ It was like an inferno full of cries of 
fleeing m others and children,” said 
survivor Junko Nagai. 
A n othe r 
s u rv iv o r, 
M asatoshi 
Tsuruta, said, “ I was almost over­ 
whelmed by smoke before reaching a 
window, from which I escaped by a 
ladder. I saw people falling down a 
staircase like an avalanche. 
Witnesses said at one tim e there were 
about KH) people on the roof but most of 
them were rescued. 
Iron ically, when the fire broke out 
repair w ork was being done on fire 
fighting and other such equipment in 
the store, o fficia ls said. 
Helicopters lifted off survivors who 
lied to the b u ild in g ’s roof, and many 
others were saved by fire trucks that 
raised ladders to the upper floors. One 
woman w ith her child strapped to her 
back clim bed down a rope to reach a 
ladder.

H erbert Stein, chairm an of Nixon’s 
Council of Economic Advisors, said in 
Washington the fuel shortage w ill cause 
economic growth to slow to near- 
recession levels, but without an actual 
decline in output of the economy. 
Gross 
National 
Product, 
m arket 
value of the nation’s goods and services 
and the 
broadest 
measure 
of 
the 
nation’s economy, w ill be two per cent 
lower than it would have been because 
of the shortage, Stein told reporters. 
He said the figures, worked out by a 
team of g o ve rn m e n t econom ists, 
represent the worst economic im pact 
possible because of the shortage. 
The unemployment rate is now 4.5 
per cent of the work force. If it goes to 
six per cent as m any as one m illion 
workers could lose their jobs. 
Stein said the economic estim ate is 
based on assumptions that the Arab oil 
cut-off w ill continue throughout the 
year and that the President’s policies to 
conserve fuel w ill w ork. 
The nation w ill feel the worst of the 
economic im pact in the first part of the 
year, he said. He said that maybe the 
economy would decline in the first 
three quarters of the year 
before 
picking up steam again. 
Stem said that prices obviously w ill 
be higher because of shortages but he 
said the picture is so clouded that the

prediction on the rate of inflation next 
year. 
New layoffs affecting thousands of 
workers in the automobile and aviation 
industries were announced Wednesday.

“ It is clear that urgent measures 
must be taken to prevent new bUnni- 
shed and to establish a stable peace.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Americans 
in many parts of the country m ay get 
help from the w eather this winter in 
getting through the heating oil short­ 
age.

Wednesday forecast a w arm er winter 
than normal throughout most of the 
Midwest, much of the South and parts 
of the Northeast United States. 
Weather along the East (’oast and the 
Central Great Plains is rated a tossup 
on whether it will be w arm er or colder 
than normal. 
Only in the F ar West, the Northern 
Rockies and the Northern G reat Plains 
is an outlook for a colder winter than 
normal. 
The National W eather Service said 
its outlook has a 60 per cent chance of 
being correct. 
The w eather service said its 90-day 
outlook was based on experimental 
forecasts prepared four times a year 
for the past 15 years. 
However, this is the first tim e the 
forecast has been issued to the general 
public, because in the past the outlook 
had been considered too uncertain to be 
reliable.

It s hard to throw a rock into a crowd 
these days without hitting an authority 
on the authentic meaning of the Con­ 
stitution and the true intention of its 
Fram ers. 
Recently, for example, some bright 
soul pointed out that, since the Con­ 
stitution did not expressly provide that 
the Speaker of the House be a m em ber 
of that body, Nelson Rockefeller or 
Elliot Richardson could be elected to 
that position and then, when Mr. Nixon 
resigned 
or 
was 
successfully 
im ­ 
peached, move into the White House. 
Now it is correct that the F ram ers 
did not specify that the Speaker must 
come from the House of Represen­ 
tatives—they were far too busy in the 
sum m er heat of Philadelphia to waste 
time on a silly footnote like that. 
Speakers of legislative assem blies in 
the British provinces, the states, and of 
course, in Britain, always cam e from 
the membership. 
If the authors of the Constitution had 
stopped to deal with every comm on­ 
sense proposition in detail, it would 
have m ade life a lot simpler for later 
students, trying to figure out what they 
had in mind. (The common sense of one 
generation is not necessarily that of its 
d e s c e n d a n ts: J a m e s M adison and 
Thomas Jefferson for exam ple were 
concerned in the 1780s with the lack of 
pow er in the c e n tra l, co n fe d e ral 
government. 
Half a century later, as the slavery 
issue heated up. their lineal political 
heirs, the Democrats, were obsessed by 
the threat of centralization.) 
F o rtu n a te ly they w rote a Con­ 
stitution (not an encyclopedia) whose 
THESE DA YS . . . by 


ambiguities have provided full e m ­ 
ployment for a number of us in the 
years subsequent. 


MOREOVER, as in most bodies of 
this sort, different m em bers of the 
Constitutional Convention 
voted the 
sa m e w ay for d iffe re n t re a so n s. 
Indeed, the 1790s were enlivened by a 
se rie s of b itte r d isp u tes betw een 
Alexander Hamilton and Madison on, 
for example, the President’s authority 
in foreign relations and his right to fire, 
without Senate consent, officials who 
had received Senate confirmation. 
President Jefferson was disturbed at 
the time of the Louisiana Purchase 
because nowhere in the Constitution 
was there authority to add territory to 
the U nited 
S ta te s. 
M adison, 
his 
Secretary of State, suggested he relax, 
that the right to expand was something 
that automatically went along with 
being a nation. 


In an atm osphere of good faith, of 
mutual trust, issues of this sort have 
always been, so to speak, swept under 
the constitutional rug. As John M ar­ 
shall once observed, “ Powerful and 
ingenious minds . . . may, by a course 
of w ell-digested, but refin ed and 
metaphysical reasoning . . . explain 
away the Constitution of our country 
and leave it, a magnificent structure 
indeed to look at, but totally unfit for 
use.

Constitution 
was, 
in 
short, 
designed to set the ground rules, but 
was capable of being bent to m eet the 
exigencies of new times and cor- 
cum stances. 
(Let me note in 
this

NKW YORK (AP) - Be sure and set 
aside an hour tonight for the first of 
four Antarctic specials by Jacques 
Cousteau that ABC-TV plans to 
broadcast this season. 
The show, “ South to Fire and Ice,” 
marks the start of Cousteau’s sixth 
season on TV. It documents his first ex­ 
pedition to the Antartic—a crew of 30 
was along—and was filmed over a 4',- 
month period. 
Like most of Cousteau’s 24 previous 
shows, tonight’s program is brilliantly 
photographed, low-key in manner and 
fairly slow in getting underway. But 
once it gets to its destination, you may 
Ik* hooked and unable to miss a minute. 
One suggestion for those who’ll watch 
it: find a largescale map of the 
Antarctic, because you’ll need it to get 
even a rough idea of where Cousteau’s 
team is working at times. 
That’s the only gripe I have about the 
show. It never superimposes a map of 
the area under study, although it does 
make a passing reference to the 
“ farthest tip of South America.’’ 
Afterwards, though, Cousteau’s team 
arrives in such places as Leopold Bay, 
King George Island and Deception 
Island without a hint as to the location 
of these areas in the Antarctic. 
It’s a minor annoyance, but I wish 
they’d pop a map on the screen now and 
then, if only for those of us—myself 
included 
who tend to get lost just on 
the way to the grocery store.

The most startling thing about 
tonight’s program is that it shows the 
incredible brilliance of colors in the 
Antarctic, a region I usually think of as 
stark white, dotted occasionally by 
frozen figures in furlined parkas. T’aint 
so. 
The sky is stark blue at times, the ice 
islands light blue or blue-grey in parts, 
the sea near the ice almost turquoise, 
the waters below the ice a soft aqua 
shade. 
Another surprise: Deception Island, 
a steaming, volcanic island, partly 
covered with volcanic ash, partly 
covered by snow and ice and, as 
Cousteau notes, “ ready to explode at 
any time.” 
Tragically, it was on this island that 
Michel Laval, the young first mate of 
Cousteau’s 
oceanographic 
ship 
“ Calypso,” slipped and fell to his death 
in late 1972 while helping the 63-year-

A sim ilar assessment was of­ 
fered b\ Murray B Weidman, staff 
consultant for Members of ('(ingress 
for Peace Through L»w, in a recent 
letter to the New York Times. 
"Many have suggested," he wrote, 
"that if the U N cannot act to head 
off conflict, it is no longer capable of 
carrying out the tasks for which it 
was established after the Second 
World War." He then proceeded to 
show that in the Middle Rast crisis 
the United 
Nations perform ed 
exactly such a peacekeeping role. 
Woldman noted that the war had 
"threatened to draw this nation and 
the Soviet Union into a dangerously 
escalating situation." The Security 
Council's October 25 resolution, in 


his view, "demonstrated that the 
U N remains the only international 
forum 
we 
have 
for 
the

regional conflicts." 
The facts bear out this appraisal 
Woldman said one further thing that

Mickey Mouse constitutionalism 


It s hard to throw a rock into a crowd 
these days without hitting an authority 
on the authentic meaning of the Con­ 
stitution and the true intention of its 
Rramers. 
Recently, for example, some bright 
soul pointed out that, since the Con­ 
stitution did not expressly provide that 
the Speaker of the House be a member 
of that body. Nelson Rockefeller or 
Rlliot Richardson could be elected to 
that position and then, when Mr. Nixon 
resigned 
or 
was 
successfully 
im­ 
peached, move into the White House. 
Now- it is correct that the Framers 
did not specify that the Speaker must 
come from the House of Represen­ 
tatives—they were far too busy in the 
summer heat of Philadelphia to waste 
time on a silly footnote like that. 
Speakers of legislative assemblies in 
the British provinces, the states, and of 
course, in Britain, always came from 
the membership. 
If the authors of the Constitution had 
stopped to deal with every common­ 
sense proposition in detail, it would 
have made life a lot simpler for later 
students, trying to figure out what they 
had in mind. (The common sense of one 
generation is not necessarily that of its 
descendants: Ja m e s Madison and 
Thomas Jefferson for example were 
concerned in the 1780s with the lack of 
power in the central, confederal 
government. 
Half a century later, as the slavery 
issue heated up, their lineal political 
heirs, the Democrats, were obsessed by 
the threat of centralization.) 
F ortunately they wrote a Con­ 
stitution (not an encyclopedia) whose 


ambiguities have provided full em ­ 
ployment for a number of us in the 
years subsequent. 


MORRON FR. as in most bodies of 
this sort, different members of the 
Constitutional Convention 
voted the 
sam e way for different reasons. 
Indeed, the 1790s were enlivened by a 
series of bitter disputes between 
Alexander Hamilton and Madison on, 
for example, the President’s authority 
in foreign relations and his right to fire, 
without Senate consent, officials who 
had received Senate confirmation. 
President Jefferson was disturbed at 
the time of the Louisiana Purchase 
because nowhere in the Constitution 
was there authority to add territory to 
the United States. 
Madison, his 
Secretary of State, suggested he relax, 
that the right to expand was something 
that automatically went along with 
being a nation. 


In an atmosphere of good faith, of 
mutual trust, issues of this sort have 
always been, so to speak, swept under 
the constitutional rug. As John Mar­ 
shall once observed, “ Powerful and 
ingenious minds . . . may, by a course 
of well-digested, but refined and 
metaphysical reasoning . . . explain 
away the Constitution of our country 
and leave it, a magnificent structure 
indeed to look at, but totally unfit for 
use.

Constitution 
was, 
in 
short, 
designed to set the ground rules, but 
was capable of being bent to meet the 
exigencies of new times and cor- 
cumstances. (Let me note in this

Okay, the ministers can tell their 
parishioners to ride bikes to Sunday 
service. That would be fine for the 
Sunday School kids, but what about the 
old people? One can see the pastors 
droning to empty pews on the auto- 
verboten Sundays of the future. 
Provided, of course, they can make it 
to their pulpits in the first place. 
Well, we’re ceasing to be a church­ 
going people anyway, so maybe the 
ministers won’t be able to make a case 
that some Sunday driving, like some 
weekday driving, is necessary. 
But one can imagine the screeches 
from the golfers. How will they be able 
to get to the country clubs? They can’t 
use 
g o lfers’ 
ca rts 
in 
place 
of 
automobiles. The tennis players won’t 
weep for the golfers, but they, too, will 
have trouble getting to their clubs and 
indoor tennis centers, which are spread 
out all over the landscape in the 
suburbs and adjacent countryside. 
Taken together, the Sunday sport­ 
smen — and most sportsmen are 
Sunday players - constitute a mighty 
pressure group. Necessity may reduce 
them to taking Sunday hikes close to 
home, but the politician who tells them 
they must do this won’t stick for very 
long on the public payroll.

No system of mass transit could 
possibly be devised to gather up people 
who live scattered about in townships 
where the amenities of the shopping 
center are miles from the people’s 
homes in every random direction.

The time has surely come for coal. 
We have enough, but it is sobering to 
learn that the busted Penn-Central 
Railroad no longer has the coal cars or 
the available track ag e to perm it 
reactivation of many of the northern 
Appalachian coal mines. Even if we 
could get the coal to the furnaces, 
adherence to the Clean Air Act would, 
in P resident Nixon’s estim ation, 
"prevent the use of up to 155 million 
tons of coal per year." The equivalent 
of such an amount of coal would be 1.6 
million barrels of oil a day. 


IF YOU WANT TO KNOW how we 
are to get clean fuel from coal, don’t go 
to Ralph Nader. Go to his mortal 
enemy, the General Motors Corp. By 
blowing a powdered alkaline material 
into a coal-fired boiler at its Chevrolet 
plant in St. Louis, General Motors has 
succeeded in causing sulfur dioxide, a 
major air pollutant, to combine with 
the alkali to form a salt that can be 
removed from 
flue gasses by tho 
process known as “scrubbing." 
Irater, at its Cleveland-Parma plant 
in Ohio, GM learned how to use its 
scrubber effluent (the caustic solution 
through which the sulfur laden flue 
gases are bubbled) over again, thus 
minimizing water pollution troubles 
If GM can teach the country how to 
make safe non polluting use of its high 
sulfur coal, there will be more gasoline 
to run the GM cars But if won’t happen 
in time to save our weekend drivers 
this winter

WHICH BRINGS US to President 
Nixon’s latest confrontation with the 
Furies: the argument that Sen. William 
Saxbe can’t become Attorney General 
because the Constitution forbids a 
senator or representative from taking 
any office if the “emoluments” thereof 
have been increased while he was in the 
legislature. (During Saxbe’s tenure in 
the Sanate, the Attorney General’s 
salary was increased from $35,000 to 
$42,000.) The purpose of this was clear 
on its face: to prevent the 18th-century 
version of “sweetheart deals." And it is 
an excellent idea. 
But there is no reason in the world 
who—except in the present universe of 
lunatic legalism—the matter cannot be 
handled to meet the constitutional 
purpose, that is, by decreasing the 
salary of the A.G. to $35,000 
This technique was followed in 1909 to 
make it possible for 
a senator in 
Saxbe’s position to become Secretary 
of State. Supreme Court Justice Hugo 
Black, who as senator had voted for a 
much improved pension system for 
federal judges, took his spot on the 
bench with a clear conscience. (When 
some eccentric raised 
the 
matter 
judicially the case was summarily 
thrown out of court.) 
For God’s sake, let us too escape 
from what John M arshall called 
“metaphysical reasoning.”

Few state treasury errors seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AIU 
The 
annual audit of the State Treasurer s 
Office revealed some technical foul­ 
ups, but no money lost and no gross 
bookkeeping errors, the stab- Auditor’s 
Office reports. 
The audit for the calendar year 1972 
was critical of the handling of several 
accounts 
and 
it 
offered 
recom 
mendations 
for 
streamlining 
operations. 
Records in the tax collection section 
were “ unsatisfactorily maintained,” 
the report said. 
“ Many accounts were out of balance 
due to numerous posting errors,” the 
examiners said. “ Records indicated 
the section was very lax in certifying 
delinquent claims promptly.” 
But the report said most of the 
records in the office arc “ adequately 
maintained.” 
The report also disclosed $1.6 million 
in unpaid gasoline taxes for last year, 
and $3 million in undistributed gasoline 
taxes kept in a trust fund earning in 
terest. The examiners recommended 
steps to transfer money faster into 
distribution accounts.

NEW YORK (AP) - Be sure and set 
aside an hour tonight for the first of 
four Antarctic specials by Jacques 
Cousteau that 
ABC-TV plans 
to 
broadcast this season. 
The show, “ South to Fire and Ice,” 
marks the start of Cousteau's sixth 
season on TV. It documents his first ex­ 
pedition to the Antartic 
a crew of 30 
was along—and was filmed over a 44 
month period. 
Like most of Cousteau’s 24 previous 
shows, tonight’s program is brilliantly 
photographed, low-key in manner and 
fairly slow in getting underway. But 
once it gets to its destination, you may 
be hooked and unable to miss a minute. 
One suggestion for those who’ll watch 
it: 
find a largescale map of the 
Antarctic, because you’ll need it to get 
even a rough idea of where Cousteau’s 
team is working at times. 
That’s the only gripe I have about the 
show. It never superimposes a map of 
the area under study, although it does 
make a, passing reference to the 
"farthest tip of South America.” 
Afterwards, though, Cousteau’s team 
arrives in such places as Leopold Bay, 
King George Island and Deception 
Island without a hint as to the location 
of these areas in the Antarctic. 
It’s a minor annoyance, but I wish 
they’d pop a map on the screen now and 
then, if only for those of us—myself 
included— who tend to get lost just on 
the way to the grocery store.

A quifers 
w arm to 
Illinoisans 


CHICAGO (AP) — Aquifers will help 
keep a lot of people in northern Illinois 
warm this winter. 
Aquifer is a funny sounding word that 
describes one of the nation's largest 
potential storehouses of natural gas— 
billions of cubic feet that will he piped 
into a million homes in northern Illinois 
to keep furnaces fueled this winter. 


An aquifer is an underground rock 
layer formation holding vast amounts 
of water in pores which resemble those 
of sponges. It is geologically similar to 
the underground rock formations from 
which natural gas is drawn. 


Illinois has the largest collection of 
aquifer fields in the nation, and since 
the 1950s Northern Illinois Gas Co. has 
spent $125 million developing a dozen of 
them for the storage of natural gas 
piped into the area. 


When gas is injected through the 
capstone of the formation, it forces 
water to the bottom of the cavern and 
the water acts as a sealing floor. 
Northern Illinois Gas officials say 
they now have 126 billion cubic feet of 
gas in the natural storage bins near 
Pecatonica, Troy Grove, Ancona, 
Hudson, Pontiac, Lexington and Lake 
Bloomington. 


For the four million persons in the 
Chicago suburbs and other sections of 
Illinois who use gas heat, this stored 
supply plus the regular daily pipeline 
supply of gas will be sufficient to keep 
them warm even through a severe 
winter, NIG officials say.

The fact is that the value of the dollar 
is now rising against most other well 
known currencies, and that could mean

A few examples will demonstrate 
In the Oct. 22 26 period you would 
have had to pay $2.44 for a British 
pound On Nov. 20you could have had it

"Otherwise we’d run the risk of 
losing stale certification of individual 
policemen,” he said 
Goodin said cases could In' lost in 
court if defense lawyers contend 
arresting officers are not trained in the 
new law 
“It s kind of silly, isn’t it.” Goodin 
said. “that the law gives individual 
departments a year to complete the 
training after the law is already on the 
books. 
I believe we ll be the first to complete 
the training in the state.” 
He estimated the cost of the training 
at about $500,000, counting overtime 
and lost time from work 
“I don't know if we really need the 40 
hours to cover the material,” said 
Pricker, “but we’ll know it and I think, 
for awhile, we'll be ahead of the 
defense lawyers " 
Clerks from the Clerk of Courts office 
and assistant prosecutors also are 
going back to school. 
The University of Cincinnati College 
of Law, has no immediate plans for 
instructing practicing lawyers in the 
new code 
Tom Murphy, the assistant dean, 
said most lawyers are up on the new 
law anyway. In addition, there are 
several legal groups touring the state 
with experts conducting seminars for 
lawyers. 
The new code changes everything, 
said Ll. Charles Eaton, an instructor at 
the Cincinnati Police Academy. 
“Each man has a 3‘i pound book and 
nothing is the same under the new 
codes.” 
The new- code breaks down all crime 
into ll categories, prescribes minimum 
and maximum sentences, reinstitutes 
the death penalty under certain cir­ 
cumstances and reclassifies all crimes. 
“At least,” said Sheriff Pricker, 
“we’ll know what to charge people 
with.”

“ If the industry had looked ahead, we 
wouldn’t have to be training people In 
the middle of an energy problem,” he 
says 
“ We're doing everything possible at 
the mine level We know they are after 
us for more coal but we are doing the 
best we can."

The so-called gas-forming foods such 
as cabbage, turnips and beans, and 
greasy, fried foods are more apt to 
affect digestion. They can interfere 
with the speed with which they pass 
from the stomach to the intestines. 
People who suffer from chronic gall 
bladder disease, peptic ulcers, hiatus 
hernia, 
and chronic 
liver 
disease 
usually have more frequent bouts of 
indigestion. 
There are many exact ways to track 


down the reasons for regular and 
persistent attacks of indigestion. 
X ray of the esophagus, the stomach 
and the intestines can pinpoint ab­ 
normalities if they exist. With special 
dyes gall bladder disease, with or 
without stones, can be established. 
When there are no known evidences 
of disease, some simple rules for better 
eating 
habits 
may 
prevent 
the 
distressing symptoms of indigestion. 
1) Chew food thoroughly.

3) Don’t try to work out all family 
problems at the dinner table.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Most of the 
cost of drugs needed by elderly persons 
w ith chronic illnesses would be covered 
by Medicare under an amendment 
approved Wednesday by the Senate. 
The amendment by Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff. D-Conn., was approved 77 to 
ll as an addition to a Social Security 
measure. 
The Senate is expected to act on the 
full measure today. 
Medicare currently covers more than 
20 million elderly persons, but its 
provisions allow for payment only for 
drugs needed in a hospital or nursing 
home. 
The Ribicoff provision would add 
drugs needed to be taken at home to 
combat such ailments as diabetes, high 
blood pressure, 
heart 
disease and 
arthritis. 
The amendment would require the 
patient to pay the first $1 of each 
prescription, with Medicare covering 
the rest of the cost. It has been esti­ 
mated that it would cost about $700 
million a year. 
The cost would be financed by an 
increase in Social Security taxes from 
5.85 to 5.90 per cent. This would mean 
an increase of about $5 in taxes for a 
person earning $10,000 a year.

WASHINGTON C.H. becam e one of 
the first cities in Ohio to adopt the new 
comprehensive criminal offenses code. 
It was pointed out that the new crim inal 
code, m andated by the legislature, is 
the first complete revision since 1815. 
Council adopted the new code, which 
will become effective Jan. I. Wolford 
pointed out that when the city con­ 
ducted its ordinances recodification 
last year it then becam e ready to adopt 
the general offenses code. He said that, 
since the 
city has now adopted the 
general offense code and repealed 
conflicting ordinances, the city will not 
lose any Municipal Court revenue. 
A total of $41,000 in Municipal Court 
revenue was collected here last year. 
The city’s code now corresponds with 
state statute. 
An em ergency ordinance authorizing 
the issuance of $1 million in industrial 
development first m ortgage revenue 
bonds for the purpose of acquiring real 
and personal property comprising an 
industrial facility for lease to Cor Tee, 
Inc., was approved. Wolford quickly 
pointed out that the city will serve as an 
issuing agent only and will have no 
indebtedness. The city will have no 
liability if the new company should 
default, and Wolford said the city will 
not act as a collecting agency for the 
retirem ent of the bonds. The City holds 
title to the land w here the new industry 
will be locating.

KUMAMOTO, Jap an (A P )— At least 
107 persons w ere killed and IOO injured 
today as fire raged out of control in a 
crowded seven-story department store, 
police said. Most of the victims were 
burned beyond recognition. 
Officials said the dead included 31 
women, but it was feared more victims 
would be found in the upper floors 
where firemen have been unable to go 
because of heavy poisonous smoke and 
fumes. 
“ It was like an inferno full of cries of 
fleeing m others and children,” said 
survivor Junko Nagai. 
A nother 
s u rv iv o r, 
M asatoshi 
Tsuruta, said, “ I was almost over­ 
whelmed by sm oke before reaching a 
window, from which I escaped by a 
ladder. I saw people falling down a 
staircase like an avalanche.’’ 
Witnesses said at one time there were 
about IOO people on the roof but most of 
them were rescued. 
Ironically, when the fire broke out 
repair work w as being done on lire 
fighting and other such equipment in 
the store, officials said. 
Helicopters lifted off survivors who 
fled to the building’s roof, and m any 
others were saved by fire trucks that 
raised ladders to the upper floors. One 
woman with her child strapped to her 
back climbed down a rope to reach a

six per cent if the Arab oil cut-off 
continues, 
President 
Nixon’s

economist said today. 
Herbert Stein, chairm an of Nixon’s 
Council of Economic Advisors, said in 
Washington the fuel shortage will cause 
economic growth to slow to n ear­ 
recession levels, but without an actual 
decline in output of the economy. 
Gross 
National 
Product, 
m arket 
value of the nation’s goods and services 
and the broadest 
m easure of the 
nation’s economy, will be two per cent 
lower than it would have been because 
of the shortage, Stein told reporters. 
He said the figures, worked out by a 
te a m of g o v e rn m e n t eco n o m ists, 
represent the worst economic impact 
possible because of the shortage. 
The unemployment rate is now 4.5 
per cent of the work force. If it goes to 
six per cent as many as one million 
workers could lose their jobs. 
Stein said the economic estim ate is 
based on assum ptions that the Arab oil 
cut-off will continue throughout the 
year and that the President’s policies to 
conserve fuel will work. 
The nation will feel the worst of the 
economic im pact in the first part of the 
year, he said. He said that m aybe the 
economy would decline in the first 
three quarters of the year before 
picking up steam again. 
Stein said that prices obviously will 
be higher because of shortages but he 
said the picture is so clouded that the 
a d m in istra tio n 
is 
not 
m ak in g 
a 
prediction on the rate of inflation next 
year. 
New layoffs affecting thousands of 
workers in the automobile and aviation 
industries were announced Wednesday. 
“There are som e difficult days ahead 
on unem ploym ent,” one government 
econom ist 
sa id 
W ednesday. 
He 
predicted the jobless rate would rise 
from its present 4.5 per cent but would 
fall short of the 6 per cent rate forecast 
widely by private economists. 
And Interior Secretary Rogers C B. 
Morton 
said 
that, 
if 
the 
nation 
cooperates in the adm inistration’s fuel- 
co n se rv a tio n m e a s u re s , “ We will 
minimize the im pact on jobs.” 
Meanwhile, General Motors ordered 
new layoffs affecting 
thousands of 
workers. The giant auto m aker is 
slowing production because of slack de­ 
mand for most larger cars, partly as a 
result of the gasoline shortage. 
The num ber of workers idled at each 
plant was not announced. 
American Airlines said it was laying 
off 214 of its 3,700 pilots effective Jan. 2 
as a result 
of flight cancellations 
caused by shortages in jet fuel. A 
spokesman said further cuts in p e r­ 
sonnel might be necessary. 


Cessna Aircraft Co. said it will lay off

W ASHINGTON (A P ) — A $25,000-a- 
year pay cut to eliminate a con­ 
stitutional snag to Sen.

member of Congress from taking a job 
for which Congress voted a pay in­ 
crease during his term. And the Ohio 
Republican was among 
those who 
voted in 1969 to raise the salary of the 
attorney general and other Cabinet 
members to $60,000 a year from $35,000. 
So, the Senate passed 75 to 16 Wed­ 
nesday a bill reducing the attorney 
general's pay back to $35,000 while 
Saxbe holds the position — over a 
protest that it was making a mockery 
of the Constitution.

Thaddeus J. Dulski, D-N.Y., asked for 
House approval of the measure by 
early next week without holding 
hearings. He predicted overwhelming 
approval.

Bruce Mansfield, president of the 
Ohio Edison Co., Akron, told a meeting 
of commission members and electric 
utility executives Wednesday that 
electricity is available for the holiday 
season for the burning of lights at night 
because it is a period of low demand. 


If there is a governmental order to 
ban the lights, “ all it will do is cause 
the electric utilities to lose revenue,” 
said Mansfield. 


He and the executives of six other 
Ohio electric utilities met with com­ 
mission members and gave assurances 
that they will have no problem meeting 
the state’s needs in the next year if they 
can continue to obtain and burn coal, 
Chairman Edmund J. Turk said. 
Mansfield said he does not believe 
Ohio faces a serious problem at present 
“ other than a frantic scramble by the 
eastern states to buy coal and oil in 
Ohio, West Virginia, and Kentucky.” 
Unlike most of the eastern seaboard 
states, Ohio’s electric utilities rely on 
coal for about 95 per cent of their 
production 
as 
opposed 
to 
use 
of 
petroleum products by those states.

So while the crisis is confronted, the 
debate begins. It is sure to intensify 
during the election year ahead.

Congress created the American style of 
living that consumes nearly one-third 
of the world’s energy. 


That isn’t likely 
to dampen 
the 
argument about blame, for the energy 
crisis is sure to be a major issue in next 
year’s elections. 
Maneuvering over gasoline rationing 
provides a preview. An amendment to 
require rationing by next Jan 15 was 
defeated by an eight-vote margin in the 
Senate. It may come up again when the 
House considers emergency energy 
legislation. 
Some Democrats, including Albert 
and Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, advocate rationing 
now. 
Mansfield, Albert and others have ex­ 
pressed concern at the prospect of tax 
or price action designed to curtail 
consumption by making a gallon of gas 
cost perhaps twice as much as it does 
today. Mansfield said that would put an 
outrageous burden on those least able 
to pay. 
Although some of his energy advisers 
have 
forecast 
gas 
rationing 
soon, 
President Nixon has played down that 
option, saying his goal is to make ra­ 
tioning unnecessary. 
His reasoning is essentially political 
Nixon has said that in peacetime, 
gasoline rationing would stir public 
opposition and bureaucratic problems.

Middle West 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Americans 
in many parts of the country may get 
help from the weather this winter in 
getting through the heating oil short­ 
age. 
The 
National 
W eather 
Service 
Wednesday forecast a warmer winter 
than normal throughout most of the 
Midwest, much of the South and parts 
of the Northeast United States. 
Weather along the East Coast and the 
Central Great Plains is rated a tossup 
on whether it will be warmer or colder 
than normal. 
Only in the F a r West, the Northern 
Rockies and the Northern Great Plains 
is an outlook for a colder winter than 
normal. 
The National Weather Service said 
its outlook has a 60 per cent chance of 
being correct. 


The weather service said its 90-day 
outlook was based on experimental 
forecasts prepared four times a year 
for the past 15 years. 


However, this is the first time the 
forecast has been issued to the general 
public, because in the past the outlook 
had been considered too uncertain to be 
reliable. But Robert R. Dickson, chief 
forecaster 
for 
th'e 
Long 
Range 
Prediction 
Group 
of

National 
Weather Service, said: “ The past track 
record of these forecasts does indicate 
a 60 per cent chance of being right.” 


Dickson noted that if the winter 
should be the warmest of the

previous winters nationwide, total fuel 
demands would be about 5 per cent less 
than normal. 


On the other hand, if it should be the 
coldest in the past IO years, heating fuel 
demand would increase by about 5 per 
cent.

USDA office revamping slated

WASHINGTON (AP) — 'The state 
directors of four of the Agriculture 
Department’s largest agencies con­ 
verge Friday in a small city in the 
home district of the House Agriculture 
Committee chairman for a sixhour 
session on a major reorganization of 
the offices under them. 
The plan, announced last week, will 
be outlined at the Temple, Tex., Junior 
College auditorium by Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. 
Butz, who cites a 
congressional mandate for “one-stop” 
USDA service centers. It apparently 
has the support of Rep. W R. Poage, D- 
Tex., who represents that area. 
But some other House and Senate 
agriculture 
committeemen 
are 
ex­ 
pressing some concern — publicly, in 
the case of Rep. John Melcher, D- 
Mont., a key subcommittee chairman 
that the 15-month-old mandate they 
wrote into the Rural Development Act 
may be being used as a cover to 
eliminate jobs, despite what Butz said 
last week. 


"We do not anticipate this program 
will force separation of any personnel. 
Dislocations will be m inim al," Butz 
"emphasized" in a news release on the 
consolidation of the 
four agencies’ 
county-level field offices into centrally 
located “one-stop" service centers. 


The 
consolidations,

USDA 
spokesman said, 
will 
involve 7,800 
offices of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, the Farmers 
Home Administration, the Soil Con­ 
servation Service and the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation, which together 
employ nationwide between 33,000 and 
34,000 persons. 


About 90 per cent of the department’s 
80,000 employes work in about 15,000 
field offices.

Another View 


The U. N. functioned well 


In his press conference Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger went out 
of his way to praise the United 
Nations for its role in relieving the 
crisis in the Middle East. He firmly 
gave the lie to the canard that the 
world body cannot be effective in 
dealing with threats to world peace 
and security. 
There is every reason to think that 
Kissinger was not merely being nice 
to the United Nations - not just in­ 
dulging in lip service to a concept on 
which little reliance is placed in 


actual practice. The 
U N. 
was 
genuinely helpful, he said, adding 
that the United State's would take 
this into 
account 
in 
future 
in­ 
ternational negotiations 
A WORD EDGEWISE 


A sim ilar assessment was of­ 
fered by Murray B Woldman, staff 
consultant for Members of Congress 
for Peace Through Law, in a recent 
letter to the New York Times. 


“ Many have suggested," he wrote, 
“that if the U.N. cannot act to head 
off conflict, it is no longer capable of 
carrying out the tasks for which it 
was established after the Second 
World War." He then proceeded to 
show that in the Middle East crisis 
the United Nations perform ed 
exactly such a peacekeeping role. 
Woldman noted that the war had 
“threatened to draw this nation and 
the Soviet Union into a dangerously 
escalating situation." The Security 
Council’s October 25 resolution, in 


his view, “demonstrated that the 
U N remains the only international 
forum 
we 
have 
for 
the 
quiet 
resolution 
of 
superpow er 
in­ 
volvement in potentially explosive 
regional conflicts." 
The facts bear out this appraisal. 
Woldman said one further thing that 
we quote with approval: “ If our 
foreign 
policy 
m akers 
can 
demonstrate a greater commitment 
to the United Nations and if we can 
turn increasingly to it to forestall 
problems rather than solve them, we 
just might find that independence of 
action is not nearly as important as 
defusing conflicts before they ex­ 
plode in our faces." Hearteningly, 
this seems to be the tenor of 
Kissinger’s remarks also.

Mickey Mouse constitutionalism 


It s hard to throw a rock into a crowd 
these days without hitting an authority 
on the authentic meaning of the Con­ 
stitution and the true intention of its 
Framers. * 
Recently, for example, some bright 
soul pointed out that, since the Con­ 
stitution did not expressly provide that 
the Speaker of the House be a member 
of that body, Nelson Rockefeller or 
Elliot Richardson could be elected to 
that position and then, when Mr. Nixon 
resigned 
or 
was 
successfully 
im­ 
peached, move into the White House. 
Now it is correct that the Fram ers 
did not specify that the Speaker must 
come from the House of Represen­ 
tatives—they were far too busy in the 
summer heat of Philadelphia to waste 
time on a silly footnote like that. 
Speakers of legislative assemblies in 
the British provinces, the states, and of 
course, in Britain, always came from 
the membership. 
If the authors of the Constitution had 
stopped to deal with every common­ 
sense proposition in detail, it would 
have made life a lot simpler for later 
students, trying to figure out what they 
had in mind. (The common sense of one 
generation is not necessarily that of its 
descendants: Jam es Madison and 
Thomas Jefferson for example were 
concerned in the 1780s with the lack of 
power in the central, confederal 
government. 
Half a century later, as the slavery 
issue heated up, their lineal political 
heirs, the Democrats, were obsessed by 
the threat of centralization.) 
F ortunately they wrote a Con­ 
stitution (not an encyclopedia) whose 
THESE DAYS. . 


ambiguities have provided full em ­ 
ployment for a number of us in the 
years subsequent. 


MOREOVER, as in most bodies of 
this sort, different members of the 
Constitutional Convention 
voted the 
sam e way for different reasons. 
Indeed, the 1790s were enlivened by a 
series of bitter disputes between 
Alexander Hamilton and Madison on, 
for example, the President’s authority 
in foreign relations and his right to fire, 
without Senate consent, officials who 
had received Senate confirmation. 
President Jefferson was disturbed at 
the time of the Louisiana Purchase 
because nowhere in the Constitution 
was there authority to add territory to 
the United States. 
Madison, his 
Secretary of State, suggested he relax, 
that the right to expand was something 
that automatically went along with 
being a nation. 


In an atmosphere of good faith, of 
mutual trust, issues of this sort have 
always been, so to speak, swept under 
the constitutional rug. As John Mar­ 
shall once observed, “ Powerful and 
ingenious minds . . . may, by a course 
of well-digested, but refined and 
metaphysical reasoning . . . explain 
away the Constitution of our country 
and leave it, a magnificent structure 
indeed to look at, but totally unfit for 
use.

Constitution 
was, 
in 
short, 
designed to set the ground rules, but 
was capable of being bent to meet the 
exigencies of new times and cor- 
cumstances. (Let me note in this

So there’s talk in Washington about 
banning Sunday driving. Ha! What 
would such a ban do to the spread-out 
culture that is modern America? 
In my home town there are three

Okay, the ministers can tell their 
parishioners to ride bikes to Sunday 
service.

Provided, of course, they can make it 
to their pulpits in the first place. 
Well, we’re ceasing to be a church­ 
going people anyway, so maybe the 
ministers won’t be able to make a case 
that some Sunday driving, like some 
weekday driving, is necessary. 
But one can imagine the screeches 
from the golfers. How will they be able 
to get to the country clubs? They can’t

The tennis players won’t 
weep for the golfers, but they, too, will 
have trouble getting to their clubs and 
indoor tennis centers, which are spread 
out all over the landscape in the 
suburbs and adjacent countryside. 
Taken together, the Sunday sport­ 
smen — and most sportsmen are 
Sunday players — constitute a mighty 
pressure group. Necessity may reduce 
them to taking Sunday hikes close to 
home, but the politician who tells them 
they must do this won’t stick for very 
long on the public payroll.

Even if we 
could get the coal to the furnaces, 
adherence to the Clean Air Act would, 
in P resident N ixon’s estim ation, 
“prevent the use of up to 155 million 
tons of coal per year.’’ The equivalent 
of such an amount of coal would be 1.6 
million barrels of oil a day. 


IF YOU WANT TO KNOW how we 
are to get clean fuel from coal, don’t go 
to Ralph Nader. Go to his mortal 
enemy, the General Motors Corp. By 
blowing a powdered alkaline material 
into a coal-fired boiler at its Chevrolet 
plant in St. Louis, General Motors has 
succeeded in causing sulfur dioxide, a 
major air pollutant, to combine with 
the alkali to form a salt that can be 
removed from flue gasses by the 
process known as “scrubbing.” 
Irater, at its Cleveland-Parma plant 
in Ohio, GM learned how to use its 
scrubber effluent (the caustic solution 
through which the sulfur-laden flue 
gases are bubbled) over again, thus 
minimizing water pollution troubles. 
II GM can teach the country how to 
make safe non polluting use of its high 
sulfur coal, there will be more gasoline 
to run the GM cars. But if won’t happen 
in time to save our weekend drivers 
this winter.

WHICH BRINGS US to President 
Nixon’s latest confrontation with the 
Furies: the argument that Sen. William 
Saxbe can’t become Attorney General 
because the Constitution forbids a 
senator or representative from taking 
any office if the “emoluments" thereof 
have been increased while he was in the 
legislature. (During Saxbe’s tenure in 
the Sanate, the Attorney General’s 
salary was increased from $35,000 to 
$42,000.) The purpose of this was clear 
on its face: to prevent the 18th-century 
version of “sweetheart deals.” And it is 
an excellent idea. 
But there is no reason in the world 
who—except in the present universe of 
lunatic legalism—the matter cannot be 
handled to meet the constitutional 
purpose, that is, by decreasing the 
salary of the A G. to $35,000. 
This technique was followed in 1909 to 
make it possible for 
a senator in 
Saxbe’s position to become Secretary 
of State. Supreme Court Justice Hugo 
Black, who as senator had voted for a 
much improved pension system for 
federal judges, took his spot on the 
bench with a clear conscience. (When 
some eccentric raised 
the 
matter 
judicially the case was summarily 
thrown out of court.) 
For God’s sake, let us too escape 
from what John M arshall called 
“metaphysical reasoning.”

Few state treasury errors seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(A P) 
The 
annual audit of the State Treasurer’s 
Office revealed some technical foul­ 
ups, but no money lost and no gross 
bookkeeping errors, the state Auditor’s 
Office reports. 
The audit for the calendar year 1972 
was critical of the handling of several 
accounts 
and 
it 
offered 
recom­ 
mendations 
for 
streamlining 
operations. 
Records in the tax collection section 
were “ unsatisfactorily maintained,’’ 
the report said. 
“ Many accounts were out of balance 
due to numerous posting errors,” the 
examiners said. “ Records indicated 
the section was very lax in certifying 
delinquent claims promptly.’’ 
But the report said most of the 
records in the office are “ adequately 
maintained.” 
The report also disclosed $1.6 million 
in unpaid gasoline taxes for last year, 
and $3 million in undistributed gasoline 
taxes kept in a trust fund earning in­ 
terest. The examiners recommended 
steps to transfer money faster into 
distribution accounts.

NEW YO RK (AP) — Be sure and set 
aside an hour tonight for the first of 
four Antarctic specials by Jacques 
Cousteau 
that ABC-TV plans to 
broadcast this season. 
The show, “ South to Fire and Ice,” 
marks the start of Cousteau’s sixth 
season on TV. It documents his first ex­ 
pedition to the Antartic—a crew of 30 
was along—and was filmed over a 4V2 
month period. 
Like most of Cousteau’s 24 previous 
shows, tonight’s program is brilliantly 
photographed, low-key in manner and 
fairly slow in getting underway. But 
once it gets to its destination, you may 
be hooked and unable to miss a minute. 
One suggestion for those who’ll watch 
it: 
find a largescale map of the 
Antarctic, because you’ll need it to get 
even a rough idea of where Cousteau’s 
team is working at times. 
That’s the only gripe I have about the 
show. It never superimposes a map of 
the area under study, although it does 
make a, passing reference to the 
“ farthest tip of South America.” 
Afterwards, though, Cousteau’s team 
arrives in such places as Leopold Bay, 
King George Island and Deception 
Island without a hint as to the location 
of these areas in the Antarctic. 
It’s a minor annoyance, but I wish 
they’d pop a map on the screen now and 
then, if only for those of us—myself 
included— who tend to get lost just on 
the way to the grocery store. 


The most startling thing about 
tonight’s program is that it shows the 
incredible brilliance of colors in the 
Antarctic, a region I usually think of as 
stark white, dotted occasionally by 
frozen figures in furlined parkas. T ’aint 
so. 
The sky is stark blue at times, the ice 
islands light blue or blue-grey in parts, 
the sea near the ice almost turquoise, 
the waters below the ice a soft aqua 
shade. 
Another surprise: Deception Island, 
a steaming, volcanic island, partly 
covered 
with 
volcanic ash, 
partly 
covered by snow and ice and, as 
Cousteau notes, “ ready to explode at 
any time.” 
Tragically, it was on this island that 
Michel Laval, the young first mate of 
Cousteau’s 
oceanographic 
ship 
“ Calypso,” slipped and fell to his death 
in late 1972 while helping the 63-year- 
old 
diver-scientist 
film 
this 
documentary. 
Cousteau 
dedicates 
tonight’s 
program to Laval’s memory, and an 
excellent memorial it is. It’s also a fine 
start to an unusually ambitious, 
thoughtful attempt to show us a world 
that unfortunately few of us ever will 
experience personally in our lifetime.

The U. N. functioned well 


In his press conference Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger went out 
of his way to praise the United 
Nations for its role in relieving the 
crisis in the Middle East. He firmly 
gave the lie to the canard that the 
world body cannot be effective in 
dealing with threats to world peace 
and security. 
There is every reason to think that 
Kissinger was not merely being nice 
to the United Nations - not just in­ 
dulging in lip service to a concept on 
which little reliance is placed in 


actual practice. The 
U N. 
was 
genuinely helpful, he said, adding 
that the United States would take 
this 
into 
account 
in 
future 
in­ 
ternational negotiations. 
A WORD EDGEWISE 


A sim ilar assessment was of­ 
fered by Murray B. Woldman, staff 
consultant for Members of Congress 
for Peace Through Law, in a recent 
letter to the New York Times. 
‘‘Many have suggested,” he wrote, 
“that if the U N. cannot act to head 
off conflict, it is no longer capable of 
carrying out the tasks for which it 
was established after the Second 
World War.” He then proceeded to 
show that in the Middle East crisis 
the United 
Nations perform ed 
exactly such a peacekeeping role. 
Woldman noted that the war had 
‘‘threatened to draw this nation and 
the Soviet Union into a dangerously 
escalating situation.” The Security 
Council’s October 25 resolution, in 


his view, ‘‘demonstrated that the 
U.N. remains the only international 
forum 
we 
have 
for 
the 
quiet 
resolution 
of 
superpow er 
in­ 
volvement in potentially explosive 
regional conflicts.” 
The facts bear out this appraisal. 
Woldman said one further thing that 
we quote with approval: ‘‘If our 
foreign 
policy 
m ak ers 
can 
demonstrate a greater commitment 
to the United Nations and if we can 
turn increasingly to it to forestall 
problems rather than solve them, we 
just might find that independence of 
action is not nearly as important as 
defusing conflicts before they ex­ 
plode in our faces.” Hearteningly, 
this seems to be the 
tenor of 
Kissinger’s remarks also.

Mickey Mouse constitutionalism 


It s hard to throw a rock into a crowd 
these days without hitting an authority 
on the authentic meaning of the Con­ 
stitution and the true intention of its 
Framers. * 
Recently, for example, some bright 
soul pointed out that, since the Con­ 
stitution did not expressly provide that 
the Speaker of the House be a member 
of that body, Nelson Rockefeller or 
Elliot Richardson could be elected to 
that position and then, when Mr. Nixon 
resigned 
or 
was 
successfully 
im­ 
peached, move into the White House. 
Now it is correct that the Fram ers 
did not specify that the Speaker must 
come from the House of Represen­ 
tatives—they were far too busy in the 
summer heat of Philadelphia To waste 
time on a silly footnote like that. 
Speakers of legislative assemblies in 
the British provinces, the states, and of 
course, in Britain, always came from 
the membership. 
If the authors of the Constitution had 
stopped to deal with every common­ 
sense proposition in detail, it would 
have made life a lot simpler for later 
students, trying to figure out what they 
had in mind. (The common sense of one 
generation is not necessarily that of its 
descendants: Jam es Madison and 
Thomas Jefferson for example were 
concerned in the 1780s with the lack of 
power in the central, confederal 
government. 
Half a century later, as the slavery 
issue heated up, their lineal political 
heirs, the Democrats, were obsessed by 
the threat of centralization.) 
F ortunately they wrote a Con­ 
stitution (not an encyclopedia) whose 
THESE DA Y S. . . by 


ambiguities have provided full em­ 
ployment for a number of us in the 
years subsequent. 


MOREOVER, as in most bodies of 
this sort, different members of the 
Constitutional Convention 
voted the 
sam e way for different reasons. 
Indeed, the 1790s were enlivened by a 
series of bitter disputes between 
Alexander Hamilton and Madison on, 
for example, the President’s authority 
in foreign relations and his right to fire, 
without Senate consent, officials who 
had received Senate confirmation. 
President Jefferson was disturbed at 
the time of the Louisiana Purchase 
because nowhere in the Constitution 
was there authority to add territory to 
the United States. 
Madison, his 
Secretary of State, suggested he relax, 
that the right to expand was something 
that automatically went along with 
being a nation. 


In an atmosphere of good faith, of 
mutual trust, issues of this sort have 
always been, so to speak, swept under 
the constitutional rug. As John Mar­ 
shall once observed, “Powerful and 
ingenious minds . . . may, by a course 
of well-digested, but refined and 
metaphysical reasoning . . . explain 
away the Constitution of our country 
and leave it, a magnificent structure 
indeed to look at, but totally unfit for 
use.

designed to set the ground rules, but 
was capable of being bent to meet the 
exigencies of new times and cor- 
cumstances.

Provided, of course, they can make it 
to their pulpits in the first place. 
Well, we’re ceasing to be a church­ 
going people anyway, so maybe the 
ministers won’t be able to make a case 
that some Sunday driving, like some 
weekday driving, is necessary. 
But one can imagine the screeches 
from the golfers. How will they be able 
to get to the country clubs? They can’t 
use

weep for the golfers, but they, too, will 
have trouble getting to their clubs and 
indoor tennis centers, which are spread 
out all over the landscape in the 
suburbs and adjacent countryside. 
Taken together, the Sunday sport­ 
smen — and most sportsmen are 
Sunday players — constitute a mighty 
pressure group. Necessity may reduce 
them to taking Sunday hikes close to 
home, but the politician who tells them 
they must do this won t stick for very 
long on the public payroll.

The 
suburbs and the exurbs, without the 
car, would be an utter impossibility. 
No system of mass transit could 
possibly be devised to gather up people 
who live scattered about in townships 
where the amenities of the shopping 
center are miles from the people’s 
homes in every random 
direction.

over 
again,

The catch is that we can ’t rebuild 
cities without using a lot of the energy 
which, in the words of the poem about 
the tailless frog, we ain’t got almost 
hardly. 
The time has surely come for coal. 
We have enough, but it is sobering to 
learn that the busted Penn-Central 
Railroad no longer has the coal cars or 
the available trackage to perm it 
reactivation of many of the northern 
Appalachian coal mines. Even if we 
could get the coal to the furnaces, 
adherence to the Clean Air Act would, 
in P resident Nixon’s estim atio n , 
“ prevent the use of up to 155 million 
tons of coal per year.” The equivalent 
of such an amount of coal would be 1.6 
million barrels of oil a day. 


IF YOU WANT TO KNOW how we 
are to get clean fuel from coal, don’t go 
to Ralph Nader. Go to his mortal 
enemy, the General Motors Corp. By 
blowing a powdered alkaline material 
into a coal-fired boiler at its Chevrolet 
plant in St. Louis, General Motors has 
succeeded in causing sulfur dioxide, a 
major air pollutant, to combine with 
the alkali to form a salt that can be 
removed from 
flue gasses by the 
process known as “scrubbing.” 
Irater, at its Cleveland-Parma plant 
in Ohio, GM learned how to use its 
scrubber effluent (the caustic solution 
through which the sulfur-laden flue 
gases are bubbled) over again, thus 
minimizing water pollution troubles 
If GM can teach the country how to 
make safe non-polluting use of its high 
sulfur coal, there will be more gasoline 
to run the GM cars. But if won’t happen 
in time to save our weekend drivers 
this winter.

William 
Saxbe can ’t become Attorney General 
because the Constitution forbids a 
senator or representative from taking 
any office if the “emoluments” thereof 
have been increased while he was in the 
legislature. (During Saxbe’s tenure in 
the Sanate, the Attorney General’s 
salary was increased from $35,000 to 
$42,000.)

But there is no reason in the world 
who—except in the present universe of 
lunatic legalism—the m atter cannot be 
handled to meet the constitutional 
purpose, that is, by decreasing the 
salary of the A.G. to $35,000. 
This technique was followed in 1909 to 
make it possible for 
a senator in 
Saxbe’s position to become Secretary 
of State. Supreme Court Justice Hugo 
Black, who as senator had voted for a 
much improved pension system for 
federal judges, took his spot on the 
bench with a clear conscience. (When 
some eccentric raised 
the

judicially the case was summarily 
thrown out of court.) 
For God’s sake, let us too escape 
from what John M arshall called 
“ metaphysical reasoning.”

N E W Y O R K (AP) - Be sure and set 
aside an hour tonight for the first of 
four Antarctic specials by Jacques 
Cousteau 
that 
ABC-TV plans 
to 
broadcast this season. 
The show, “ South to Fire and Ice,” 
marks the start of Cousteau’s sixth 
season on TV. It documents his first ex­ 
pedition to the Antartic—a crew of 30 
was along—and was filmed over a 4^2 
month period. 
Like most of Cousteau’s 24 previous 
shows, tonight’s program is brilliantly 
photographed, low-key in manner and 
fairly slow in getting underway. But 
once it gets to its destination, you may 
be hooked and unable to miss a minute. 
One suggestion for those who’ll watch 
it: 
find 
a largescale map 
of the 
Antarctic, because you’ll need it to get 
even a rough idea of where Cousteau’s 
team is working at times. 
That’s the only gripe I have about the 
show. It never superimposes a map of 
the area under study, although it does 
make a, passing 
reference 
to 
the 
“ farthest tip of South Am erica.” 
Afterwards, though, Cousteau’s team 
arrives in such places as Leopold Bay, 
King George Island and Deception 
Island without a hint as to the location 
of these areas in the Antarctic. 
It’s a minor annoyance, but I wish 
they’d pop a map on the screen now and 
then, if only for those of us—myself 
included— who tend to get lost just on 
the way to the grocery store.

CHICAGO (A P ) — Aquifers will help 
keep a lot of people in northern Illinois 
w arm this w inter. 
Aquifer is a funny sounding w ord that 
describes one of the n ation’s la rg est 
potential sto reh o u ses of n atural g a s — 
billions of cubic feet that will be piped 
into a million h o m e s in northern Illinois 
to keep fu rn a ce s fueled this w inter. 


An aquifer is an underground rock 
layer form ation holding vast a m o u n ts 
of w ater in p o res which resem ble those 
of sponges. It is geologically sim ila r to 
the underground rock form ations from 
which n atu ra l g a s is draw n. 


Illinois h as th e largest collection of 
aquifer fields in the nation, an d since 
the 1950s N o rth ern Illinois Gas Co. has 
spent $125 million developing a dozen of 
them for the sto ra g e of n atu ra l gas 
piped into the a re a . 


When g as is injected through the 
capstone of the form ation, it forces 
w ater to the bottom of the ca v ern and 
the w ater ac ts a s a sealing floor.

NEW YORK (AP) 
Remember that 
weak old dollar that the United States 
was forced to devalue officially be­ 
cause nobody abroad was willing to pay 
face value for it? 


It s a different dollar now, and 
foreigners are eager to pay list price 
for 
it, 
despite 
all 
the 
economic 
problems facing the United States, 
despite the oil 
cutback, despite 
Watergate ... 


I he fact is that the value of the dollar 
is now rising against most other well 
known currencies, and that could mean 
good 
news 
for 
American 
tourists 
abroad, for the U.S. stock market, and 
for domestic borrowers. 


A few examples will demonstrate. 
In the Oct. 22-26 period you would 
have had to pay $2.44 for a British 
pound. On Nov. 20you could have had it 
for a little more than $2.39. 


In the same October period you 
would have had to pay 37.5 cents for a 
Japanese yen, but about a month later 
you could have picked one up for less 
than 36 cents. 


These aren’t isolated instances. The 
dollar also has been growing stronger 
in relation to the German mark, 
French franc, Dutch guilder, Italian 
lira, Belgian fran c— even when 
matched against the Canadian dollar. 


While some economists were shrewd 
enough to foresee the trend, a good 
many other confess to being surprised, 
mainly because the reasons are hidden 


at tho bottom of a heap of bad economic 
news. 


Perhaps the clearest explanation is 
to say that the economic problems of 
the United States, though challenging, 
aren’t nearly so bad as those con­ 
fronting the nations of Europe, and of 
Japan Inflation abroad, for example, 
is very bad 


As analysts of the First National City 
Bank put it this week, “ After a lull in 
August, inflation sparked through Eu­ 
rope in September like a flash fire in a 
hay field.” And the absence of oil now 
adds fuel to the fire 


During September, inflation in Japan 
raged at 2.9 per cent, a rate which if 
continued would amount to an annual 
rate of nearly 35 per cent. In all Europe 
the rate was nearly I per cent, or close 
to 12 per cent a year. 


Even with a continuation of the oil 
cutback, 
few 
analysts 
expect 
the 
United States rate to exceed 8 or 9 per 
cent. In fhe 12 months to September it 
averaged out to “only” 7.4 per cent. 
Moreover, the United States trade 
account has now shifted into surplus 
That is, after a whopping $6.9 billion 
deficit last year, American exports 
have been exceeding imports in recent 
months. 


Acting on their judgment that the 
United States is a relatively better 
place for their money, many foreign 
individuals and institutions have been 
investing in U.S. stocks, weak as they 
are. 
In the third quarter, foreign 
purchases of US. securities topped $700 


million. 
The effect of these purchases, should 
they continue, would be to put a plat­ 


form under the market, and to some 
extent exert downward pressure on In­ 
terest rates.

“ Otherwise we d run the risk of 
losing state certification of individual 
policemen," he said 
Goodin said cases could be lost in 
court if defense law yers contend 
arresting officers are not trained in the 
new law. 
“ It s kind of silly, isn’t it,” Goodin 
said, “ that the law gives individual 
departments a year to complete the 
training after the law is already on the 
books. 
I believe we’ll be the first to complete 
the training in the state.” 
He estimated the cost of the training 
at about $500,000, counting overtime 
and lost time from work. 
“ I don’t know if we really need the 40 
hours to cover the m aterial,” said 
Pricker, “ but we ll know it and I think, 
for awhile, we ll be ahead of the 
defense lawyers ” 
Clerks from the Clerk of Courts office 
and assistant prosecutors also are 
going back to school. 
The University of Cincinnati College 
of Law, has no immediate plans for 
instructing practicing lawyers in the 
new code. 
Tom Murphy, the assistant dean, 
said most lawyers are up on the new 
law anyway. In addition, there are 
several legal groups touring the state 
with experts conducting seminars for 
lawyers. 
The new code changes everything, 
said Lt. Charles Eaton, an instructor at 
the Cincinnati Police Academy. 
“ Each man has a 3*2 pound book and 
nothing is the same under the new 
codes.” 
The new code breaks down all crime 
into ll categories, prescribes minimum 
and maximum sentences, reinstitutes 
the death penalty under certain cir­ 
cumstances and reclassifies all crimes. 
“ At least,” said Sheriff 
Fricker, 
“ we ll know what to charge people 
with.”

And the 
danger, although less prevalent, still 
hangs above the miners’ heads or 
swirls around their feet 
in thick, 
soaking coal sludge 
Most of the wizened, yellowstained, 
bent men of yesterday are gone. They 
have 
been 
replaced 
by 
ambitious 
youths with an attraction for big ma­ 
chines in a jol) that has taken on sudden 
urgency in the search for energy. 
Picks and shovels are only ancillary 
now to the mechanical teeth that chew 
out 20-foot rooms of coal. 
Deep inside the earth, the dark is 
splintered by the flicker of electric 
headlamps. The walls, chalked with 
limestone to smother the highly volatile 
coal dust, give the appearance of an Ice 
Age cave. 
Open, low-slung transport vehicles 
a cross between a street car and a tilt- 
a-whirl buggy 
carry the miners 
through the chilly maze of tunnels some 
250 feet below the surface and a mile or 
more from the light of day. 
The men are carried to the face—the 
furthest point in a pattern of 20-foot 
tunnels that covers more than 25 
square miles of the Montour Mine No. 4 
here. 
Pinkish flashes glance off the glossy 
walls as electrical sparks leap from the 
trolley guide arm and the power cable. 
Without the limestone wall dust, the 
sparks could touch off a suffocating 
inferno. 
Above, a pattern of bolts holds the 
ceiling in place. 
“ For the new ones, anyway, I think 
the roof scares them most. That roof is 
dangerous.

General Mine Foreman Jim Beck is 
responsible for anything that goes 
wrong 
at 
Montour, 
one of 
eight 
bituminous coal mines in the Pitt­ 
sburgh Division of Consolidated Coal 
Co. Since its opening in 1913, the 
Montour mine has producer! as much as 
10,000 tons of coal a day from beneath 
this Washington County area. 
At the face of the mine automatic 
miners rip out as much as eight tons of 
coal a minute as a cylinder of toothed 
gears is nudged up against (he wall 
The coal is scooped into a conveyor 
belt by mechanical arms and into a 
coal shuttle, which carries its 11 ton 
load to a waiting railway ear. 
Roof bolting and dusting operations 
follow. The roof bolter tests the ceiling 
with a pick for weak spots. One 
misplaced jab and the ceiling could 
cave in. 
Giant plastic tubing bends around 
corners into each new cut to suck away 
the dangerous coal dust at the rate of 


320 cubic feet of air per minute. 
The mining, the bolting and the 
dusting continues for three 8-hour shifts 
as a honey-combed pattern is cut 
beneath the earth of Washington 
County. 
Overseeing the work is one section of 
the mine is Andy Wojcuvich from 
Washington, Pa., who has been in the 
mine for 26 years. Under his wing is 
young Charlie Poscue, a 23-year-old 
Mononhehela father of two who came to 
the mines after being laid off of a 
draftsman’s job. 
They exemplify the two generations 
in the mines today. Andy is almost 60. 
His was the last generation to follow 
fathers and grandfathers 
into the 
mines. An entire generation was lost in 
the 1950s as men swing away from this 
kind of work with the prediction that 
nuclear energy would replace coal. 
Now younger men—unemployed, 
veterans who can’t find a job or men 
who just want honest, steady work— 
are returning to the coal industry to 
work beside the older men. 


“ As a whole,” says safety inspector 
Furlong “ these younger miners are 
going to last. They’re adapting well. 
They really go after that equipment.” 
But younger miners like Charlie 
present a problem for the coal firm. 
There has been an influx of about 260 
young men since 1969 and in his work­ 
force of 400 foreman Beck says he has 
inexperienced people teaching inex­ 
perienced people. 
“ If the industry had looked ahead, we 
wouldn’t have to be training people in 
the middle of an energy problem,” he 
says. 
“ We’re doing everything possible at 
the mine level. We know they are after 
us for more coal but we are doing the 
best we can.” 
And the best the aging Montour can 
do is 7,200 tons a day, 300 tons short of 
the management-set quota. The mine 
has eight years left in its deep-mining 
life. 
And when Montour closes it is not 
likely another mine will open to take its 
place.

The so-called gas-forming foods such 
as cabbage, turnips and beans, and 
greasy, fried foods are more apt to 
affect digestion. They can interfere 
with the speed with which they pass 
from the stomach to the intestines. 
People who suffer from chronic gall 
bladder disease, peptic ulcers, hiatus 
hernia, 
and 
chronic 
liver 
disease 
usually have more frequent bouts of 
indigestion. 
There are many exact ways to track 


down the reasons for regular and 
persistent attacks of indigestion. 
X ray of the esophagus, the stomach 
and the intestines can pinpoint ab­ 
normalities if they exist. With special 
dyes gall bladder disease, with or 
without stones, can be established. 
When there are no known evidences 
of disease, some simple rules for better

the 
distressing symptoms of indigestion. 
1) Chew food thoroughly. 
2) Eat in a relaxed atm osphere, free 
from emotional stress. 
3) Don’t try to work out all family 
problems at the dinner table. 
4) Eat sm aller quantities of food at 
more regular intervals. 
5) Avoid the foods that you know by 
experience do not agree with you.

Proposed new station 
$400 million generating 
station planned by DP&L 


The Dayton Power and Light Co. 
announced today that it w ill build a $400 
million electric generating station on 
the Ohio River in Adams County near 
the mouth of Brush Creek, about six 
miles east of Manchester. 
The new coal-fired station will have a 
generating capability of 1.2 million 
kilowatts. Construction will begin in the 
sum m er of 1974, with the first 600.000 
kilowatt unit expected to be operational 
in January, 
1979. A second 600,000 
kilowatt unit is scheduled for com ­ 
pletion in Jan uary, 1980. 
The generating 
facilities will 
be 
jointly owned by DP&L and the Cin­ 
cinnati Gas & Electric Co. The plant 
will be part of a $1.3 billion construction 
program 
which 
will 
help 
provide 
electric energy for the growing needs of 
Southwestern Ohio. Other new projects 
include another coal-fired station at 
East 
Bend, 
Ky., 
and 
a 
second 
g e n e ra tin g 
unit 
for th e Z im m er 
N u c le a r S tatio n 
now 
under con­ 
struction near Moscow, Ohio. 
During the construction period as 
many as 700 w orkers will be employed 
at the site. Construction payrolls are 
expected to am ount to as much as a 
quarter million dollars per week during 
construction. A perm anent work force 
of a p p ro x im a te ly 
175 people will 
operate the station when it is com­ 
pleted. At that time the annual station 
payroll will 
be approxim ately $2.6 
million.

plan approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Most of the 
cost of drugs needed by elderly persons 
with chronic illnesses would be covered 
by Medicare under an amendment 
approved W ednesday by the Senate. 
The am endm ent by Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., was approved 77 to 
ll as an addition to a Social Security 
measure. 
The Senate is expected to act on the 
full m easure today. 
Medicare currently covers more than 
20 million elderly persons, but its 
provisions allow for payment only for 
drugs needed in a hospital or nursing 
home. 
The Ribicoff provision would add 
drugs needed to be taken at home to 
combat such ailm ents as diabetes, high 
blood pressure, 
heart 
disease 
and 
arthritis 
The am endm ent would require the 
patient to pay the first $1 of each 
prescription, with M edicare covering 
the rest of the cost. It has been esti­ 
mated that it would cost about $700 
million a year. 
The cost would be financed by an 
increase in Social Security taxes from 
5.85 to 5.90 per cent. This would mean 
an increase of about $5 in taxes for a 
person earning $10,000 a year.
